AMERICA'S FIRST CATHOLIC 


BISHOP. 


Baltimore, Dec. 3.—In 
Catholic 


church circles in this city today was 
recalled as the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the death of the Most 
Rev. John Carroll, who was the first 
Catholic bishop fai America. Bishop 
Carroll was a native of Maryland 
and a cousin of Charles Carroll, of 
Carrollton, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. Like 
other members of his family he .was 
an ardent patriot. In 1776 he ac- 
companied Benjamin Franklin, Sam- 
uel Chase and Charles Carroll to 
Montreal in order that he might en- 
deavor to secure the support of tne 
Canadian clergy to the patriot cause 
In 1789 the holy see issued a papal 
bull appointing Father Carroll the 
first bishop of the United States, and 
selecting the city of Baltimore as his 
episcopal see. In 1808 Baltimore vas 
erected into an archepiscopal sec and 
Bishop Carroll was made an arch- 
bishop.

French colonies in Indo-China, and the further report 
that France had refused to consider such a proposition, 
jikntly holding that her sacrifices and efforts were already 
greater than those of England. Under the plan propos- 
ed by the Sun's correspondent the territorial sacrifice 
would be divided between England and France, would 
injure the latter far less than the loss of her Indo-Chinese 
possessions, and might be as acceptable to Japan as the 
territory for which she is alleged to ask. Thus the one 
Asiatic and the two European nations concerned might 
reach an agreement, provided the participation of Japan 
in the war on European soil is indeed regarded as im- 
perative. 


But what about the proposition from the point of 


view of the United States? The Sun's correspondent re- 
gards such an exchange as desirable because the Philip- 
pines have proved an expensive, unproductive and em- 
barrassing encumbrance to the United States; because 
possession of the British and French West Indies would 
be found valuable by us "as part of the system of defense 
•nd control of the Panama Canal;" because the exchange 
would remove future cause of friction between the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain and France; because it

AMERICA'S FIRST CATHOLIC 


BISHOP. 


Baltimore, Dee. 3.—In Catholic 


church circles in this city today was 
recalled as the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the death of the Most 
Rev. John Carroll, who was the first 
Catholic bishop fai America. Bishop 
Carroll was a native of Maryland 
and a cousin of Charles Carroll, of 
Carrollton, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence. Like 
other members of his family he .was 
an ardent patriot. In 1776 he ac- 
companied Benjamin Franklin, Sam- 
uel Chase and Charles Carroll to 
Montreal in order that he might en- 
deavor to secure the support of tne 
Canadian clergy to the patriot cause 
In 1789 the holy see issued a papal 
bull appointing Father Carroll the 
first bishop of the United States, and 
selecting the city of Baltimore as his 
episcopal see. In 1808 Baltimore vas 
erected into an archepiscopal sec and 
Bishop Carroll was made an arch- 
bishop.
